Irſt if they bee veryyellow and filtbie, oꝛ blackiſh, 


let a Barber ſcoure, rubbe, and picke them cleane, and 

white, then after to maintaine them cleane, it ſhalbe very 
good to rub them euery day with the roote ofa Mallow, and 
to picke them cleane that no meate remaine and putrifie be- 
tweene the teeth. 

Item, take of the ſmall white pibble ſtones which bee 
found by the water ſides, and beate them in very ſmall pow- 
der, hereof take an ounce, and of Maſticke one dramme, min- 
gle them togeather, and with this powder once in xiiii. daies 
rub exactly your teetli, and this ſhall keepe your teeth fayre 


and white - but beware yee touch not, ue vexe the gummes 


therewithall. 
Item, to ſtable and ſtedfaſt the teeth, and to keepe the 


; gummes in good cafe, it ſhall be very good euery day in the 


morning, to waſh well the mouth with red Wine.

fodden, together with Camomell, and a little quantitie of 
Alome, : 


Item, Authozs doe waite, that the roote of Artichau- 


runke, doth auoyd the ſtench ofthe arme-holes, and other = 
partes of the body, by the vrine. For (as Gallen alſo doth teſti- 
fie) it prouoketh copie and plentie of ſtincking and vnſaue- 
rie vrine from all partes ofthe bodie , the which pro- 
pertie it hath by ſpeciall gift, and not onely by 
his hot qualitie. And thus here J
